LONDON (AP)—A force of 400 policemen today 
evicted two embattled tenants. from municipally-owned 
flats in the tough St. Pancras borough after a riotous 
clash with angry crowds. 

A dozen policemen and rioters were injured and 17 
persons were arrested. 

At the height of the melee, stones and rotten ekgs 
were thrown at the police ‘ 

Bailiffs who broke through the crowds with police 
assistance finally removed the tenants—Don Cook, 38, 
and Arthur Rowe, 59, a waiter. 

Cook and Rowe had been barricaded in their flats 
behind barbed wire entanglements since eviction notices 
for non-payment of their rent fell due Aug. 28.
